The Most Thrilling Episode of the Russo-Jap- 


anese War in Part Parallels the Fight Be- 
tween the Alabama and Kearsarge. 


ITH bands playing and priests 


W praying and sailors cheering, 
two Russian@hips went to 

iheir doom outside Chemulpo Bay, off the 

coast of Corea, on the morning of Feb. 

It was an example of an  Shebe 
of fate rarely known in history. 

To go to death and destruction so cheer- 
ily is not unknown in the history of 
warfare between nations. Many ships 
have entered into battles and many regi- 
ments have faced forlorn hopes’ with 

uanimity and the knowledge that .the 
odie were against them, with the brave 
néceptance of the fact. But to enter the 
os of death merrily is quite another 
hing. 

The Japanese, it is said, have an aver- 
sion to living when they enter into bat- 
tle, but it is doubtful if they can eclipse 
the record of the officers and sailors of 
the Russian battleships, the Variag and 
the Korietz, who went out to die, dressed 
~ their best, With band music and song, 

Ogee of their prieSt, sent forward 
* the cheers of the sailors of the world 
fanning the yardarms, and with colors 
snapping m the breeze. 

The story of the departure 6f the two 
Russian ships out of Chemulpo harbor 
is tremendously inspiring, and has oply 
one parallel in history, the sailing of the 
Alabama out of Cherbourg to be sunk by 
the Kearsarge in 1864. 

There is, however, this difference in 
contrasting the parallel, the Alabamt and 
the Kearsarge were equal as duelists: The 
Variag and the Korictz went out to mect 

flect: Capt. Semmes of the Alabama 

d the i eA of defeat when he went 
ont of Cherbourg attended by the cheers 
of the sailors in the harbor, followed by 
the tiusie of the bands on the exciirxion 
boats in the harbor and under the eves 
of thousands of holiday makers on the 
heights above the town. The eaptaing of 
thé Vafiag atid the Korietz knew abso- 
lutely that they were going to destruc- 
tion; the crews of the ships knew it also, 
and they went singing.

Botn 
went to the fight with the certainty -of de- 
feat and destruction, but with such valor 
and such apparent cheerfulness that the 
Whole world cheeréd for the vanquished. 
Forty years ago, to the third of a@ year, 


Kearsarge, belonging to the United 
States, lay in the Scheldt, off Flushing, 
Holland: The Alabenm, a warship of the 
Confederacy, had anchored in the harbor of 
Cherbourg, France. Mr. Dayton, Amerf- 
can minister to France, telegraphed to 
Capt. John A. Winslow of the Kearsarge 
the arrival of the Confederate vessel. The 
news was announced to the crew and was 
received with cheers. Salil was at once 
made for France, and the following day, 
Monday, June 18, 1864, the Kearsarge ar- 
rived in Dover and Tuesday made Cher- 
bourg. Without hesitancy she entered the 
harbor, circled -it, passing the Alabama at 
anchor, and Capt. Winslow sent a chal- 
lenge to Capt. Semmes to fight the ships. 

The harbor of Cherbourg was occupled 
at the time by the wdr vessels of several 
nations. é 

Wednesday. Capt. Winslow visited the 
French admiral in port and received 
through the commercial agent of the 
tinited States a notification from Capt. 
Semmes of the Alabama that the chal- 
lenge offered had been accepted, and that 
the ships would fight. 

It was to be a maritime duel, and the 
idea caught the fancy of th ench, who 
liked a duel under any cireumstances. Ar- 
fangements were made, therefore, to éx- 
ploit the affair, and special trains were 
run from Paris to Cherbourg Sunday morn- 
ing, June 19, to carry excursionists to wit- 


ness the uel. \ 


HOW THE SHIPS 
WERE FOUGHT. 


Capt: Winslow assembled his officers af- 
ter feceiving Semmes’ acteptance of his 
challenge and told them that the ships 
Would fight on paralle] lines, and that the 
Alabama, in case of defeat, would probab- 
ly seek neuffal waters; hence the necessity 
of beginning the action several miles from 
the harbor breakwater, 

The laws of neutrality prévented fighting 
within a three-mfile zone off the coast of 
grower 

‘aptain Winslow told his officers that 
ihe Kearsarge would not surrender, but 
would fight te the lam and go down with 
colors fiying, ‘* recessary. 

In the offing the Kearsarge waited with 
1 stirs down, gene pivoted, to starboard, the 
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whole battery loaded, and shell, grape and 
Canister ready for use. Day after day 
passed and the Alabama did not appear. 
French pilots told of her preparations; the 
hurried taking on of coal and the trans- 
missiofi of valuable papers and treasure 
to the shore, the sharpening of swords and 
cutlasses, the officers a@ining ashore. 
Meantime the Kearsarge was cruising 


Ing the appearance of the Alabama. 
Betwa@en § and 10 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, June 19, the Alabama weighed anchor 
and stood out of the westérn entrance to 
thé harbor escorted by the Frénch frigate 
“Couronne " and followed by the English 
steam yacht ‘Deerhound,’ 
It was a beautiful morning. The sun 
shone, and a light breeze broke the water 
into.dancing waves. The heights along the 
seacoast were covered with a cheering mul- 
titude. All the ships in harbor manned 
their yardarms: bands Played, excursion 
boats plied back and forth with gaily 
dressed passengers on deck waving encour- 
agement to the crew of the Alabama. 
It was in this manner that the gallant 
Southéfnefs put to sea and to destruction. 
Aboard the Alabama the sailors were 
dressed in their bést and the officers were 
in full uniform. 


When the ship emerged from the harbor 
and the Kearsafve WAS S@en er ulsing back 
and forth, about seven miles out at sea, 
the crew was called aft and Captain 
Semmes, mounting a gun carriage, ad- 
dressed them‘with great earnestness, re- 
minding them of their and 
assuring them that out 
to victory. 

The Alabama steamed out 
enemy attended by applanrese. with a crew 
encouraged by a commander who. in ‘his 
heart, knew that he was going to defeat. 


RESULT WAS

In one hour and ten minutes the duel was 
over, and the gallant Alabama was at the 
bottom of the sea.

The members of the crew followed their 
example. Survivors of the ffeht were 
picked up by the ‘“‘Deerhound,’”’ Lord Lan- 
caster’s yacht,. and conveyed to the 
English coast. 

The story of the duel ts one of the brav- 
est chapters in American history. 

This other record of a forlorn hob, 
where two Russian ships, the Variag and 
Korietz, sailed out of a harbor to sure de- 
struction, is more thrilling than that of 
the Alabama. 

The parallel fs broken in that the Rus- 
Ssians went out to facé much greater odtis. 
The battle between the Kearsarge and the 
Alabama was a @uél between two ships of 
equal ability; the Variag ahd the Korietz 
met a fleet, without the remotest possibil- 
ity of suceess. 

At 7 o'clock Tuesday morning, Feb. 9. 
a Japanese fleet apeared outside the en- 
trance to the harbor of Chemulpo, in 
which lay, together with American, Brit- 
ish, French and Italian warships, two Rus- 
sians. 

The Russians were caught in a trap. 

The admiral ofthe Japanese fleet sent 
in a challenge to come out and fight, or 
vacate the port. 


SURE DEATH, BUT 
THEY MUST FIGHT. 


The situation was hopeless. Sure dae- 
struction awaited the Russians on either 
hand, 

The captain of the Variag left his ship 
in his launch and boarded the British, 
French and Italian ships and asked them 
to protect his ship and the Korietz ag they 
left the harbor. According to the laws of 
neutrality they® were compelled to refuse 
assistance, and the Russians made prepar- 
ations to go to thelr sure destruction, 

The crews of the Variag and Kortetz ject- 
tisoned their woodwork, cleared their 
decks and prepared for battle. 

The oficere and members of the crews 


of the other warships in the harbor knew 
that the Russians were going out to cer- 
taln defeat. 

When the Russian were ready to depart 


one of the moet thrilling incidents in the 
history of warfare took place. 

The officers and then of the fleets of the 
world cheered the Russians going to their 
doom. It was a repetition of the toast, 
‘“Tlurrah for the next who dies!

The crews had been piped deck 
meet priests In full vestment. With all the) 
pomp of the Greek church and with bands 
plaving the Russtan national anthem. the 
sailors of the Czar went out to meet the 
Japanese fleet. 

At 11:30 o’clock the Japanese cruiser 
Asama fired upon the Russiahs. Three 
shots were discharged by the Japanese be- 
fore there was a response. 

When the Russians returned their fire the 
Japanese formed in battle line and by noon 
every ship in the fleet was firing at the 
Variag and Kortetz. : 

The Russians maneuvered rapidly to get 
out of line of the firing, but the discharge 
against them was s0 brisk and well di- 
rected that they could net escape it, 

Fivd shells struck the Variag in 
succession, Killing or disabling , her gun 
crews, Japanese schrapnel swept her | 
decks, and she lay upon the sea utterly at 
the mercy of her powerful enemy. 

Yet, all the while officers and sailors per- 
severed in their bellef that it was their 
fate thus to die, and went singing to their | 
death. 

The Variag all the while was the center 
of a_storm of shot. One shell killed or dis- 
ableh every man save one at the fore- 
castle gun. 

Another struck her near the water line 
end sent a sheet of flame as high as the

HOW PORT ARTHUR 
GOT ITS NAME. 


SS 


Port Arthur was known as tu Shun Kow 
up to 1860, 

For centuries {t had been the haven for 
Chinese pirates, coastwise trading junks 
and small fishing smacks. In 1800a British 
gunboat, the Algerine, commanded hy 
Iieut. William Arthur, while surveying 
the Pacific const of Asia, ran into the 
la Shun Kow. His fellow officers in the 
fleet thought this a foolhardy venture, 
because the passage was not charted and 
the daring officer did not even have the 
services of a pilot who knew the channel. 
Iiis herole exploit changed the name of 
the harbor to Port Arthur, and hts charts 
were sént to all clvilided nations for thé 
futuré guidance of théir sallors. 

Since then the place has beed named 
Port Arthur on all maps. 
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fighting top. Thé fire bridgeé Was knocked 
into atoms, setting fire to the ship and the 
guns were unmanned until the orew put 
cut the flames. 


In the meantinte two shells had plercéd 
the hull, one,amidship, the other going 
through the upper deck abaft of the fore- 
mast. The bridges were wrecked by héavy 
and one funnel was knocked down. 

Gunners were unproteeted because of 
the absence of gun shields, and were left 
‘exposed to the rapld-fire guns tn the fight- 
‘ing tops of the Japanese ships. 

The situation on the decks of the Rus- 
'slans was terrible. The conctiasion was 
stupefying. The bombardment was more 
than men could withstand. 


The condition of the Russian crews was 
horrible. The decks of the ships flowed 
blood. Men, torn and dismernrbered, lay 
about, but those who were alive and un- 
injured still kept to their guns and fought 
their futile fight as long as they had lees 
to stand on and arms to direct thelr work. 


The Korietz came through the fight luck- 
ily, as nearly all the Japanese firing was 
directed at the Variag. Firing her eight- 
inch guns alternately the Korteta circled 
about, But the Variag, having had her 
steering apparatus disabled by a shot, saw 
ithe necessity of running ashore or into the 
harbor. The Russians had evidently de- 
termined to destroy themselves, if they 


‘were not destroyed, that they might not 


fali into the hands of the enemy. 

The fight had beer in progress all after- 
noon and it was approaching dusk when 
the Variag determined to run for the har- 
bor. 

Like a crippled bird she started, hampered 
by slow-going consort.

KICKAPOOS. MOVE 
70 SUNY MERICO 


Have Fond Recollections of Country 
in Which They Were Happy Be- 
fore Put on Reservation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SOUTH McALESTER, I. T., Feb. 20.— 
An exodus of Kickapoo Indians is report- 
ed to be taking place. They are leaving 
the Indian Territory for Mexico, it is be- 
lieved, where they will settle in the Santa 
Rosa Mountains, a safe retreat from the 
encroachments of the whites. 

George Bentley, a railroad man, passed 
through South McAlester yesterday in 
charge of a band of Kickapoos, southward 
bound, 

With regard to them and their destina- 
tion Mr. Bentley said: 

“Thousands of Kickapoos have already 
gone to Mexico. The party I am now 
conducting are composed entirely of full 
bloods. Not a drop of white or foreign 
Indian biood is in their veins. 

“I have a few Shawnees in the party 
who are of mixed blood, but the Kicka- 
poog are the aristocrats of the tribe. There 
is Ahkiskucksa, for instance, one of e 
leaders of the tribe. He wouid scorn e 
oon of intermarrying with any other péo- 
pid, 
“These people, perhaps, represent more 
wealth than any other party of Indians 
that ever passed through here. Joe Ketch- 
E-Shano and Bd O-que-Mathen each have 
an income of $600 a year from the interest 
on $10,000 they have invested. There are 
several squaws dn the party who also have 
large incomes +e, | moeney invested.

“I have read a t many gtories as to 
what caused the Indians to move to Mexi- 
co, but none of them has ever given the 
true cause. It was this: During the civil 
war th were approached by Confeder- 
ate soldiers, who asked them to join the 
army and fight for their cause. The fed- 
eral soldiers did likewise, and the Tndians 
said: ‘We know nothing of either side and 
we must not fight without ju cause.’ 
They were har so that they cast 
about for a secluded place and found it 
on the Santa Rosa mountains of Mexico. 

“They were brought back by the gov- 
erpment several years later, but the 
memory of that country always remained 
green and when the opportunity came they 
began to return to Mexico. There are but 
a few Kickapoo families left in Oklahoma, 
and they remain because they haven't got 
the money to leave.’’

HE WAS AY. M. C. A. YOUNG MAN 


Married a Girl of His Own Race Who 
Had Been a Student of Vas- 
sar College.

ANNAPOLIS, M4, Feb. 2.—Adamiral 
Sotokichi Uriu, who commanded the Japa- 


nes@ syuadron that won the first naval 
battle of the war, is a graduate of Annapo- | 
ie. Members of the class of 1881 when they | 
read that Uriu wae the flag officer who | 
destroyed the crack Russian oruiser 
Varig off Chemulpo, said: “That's the 
boy,”’ and drank his health, according te | 
custom. 


Uriu is remombered in our navy princi- 
pally for two things. The first is that | 
he wase “Y. M. C. A. yOung man” of the 
most pronounced type, studious, serious 
and gentle almost to the verge of being 
womanish. Ho kept out of scrapes, where- | 
as his fellow Jap and classmate Tasukor 
Serata, was a harum-skarum chap, always | 
game for any doings contrary to rules and | 
proprieties, and not always escaping the 


consequences. 

The other thing remembered is the class 
intimacy that existed between Uriu and 
Phil McGiffen, who afterward commanded 
the Chinese flagship Chin Yen in the mem- 
orable naval battle with the Japanese at 
the Yalu River. McGiffen was by all odds 
the hero of that deepe erate fight. He was 
“shot all to pleces, ut lived’ to write an 
account of the battle, which is one of the 
most stirring stories ever told, as 1 as 
a teehnical commentary on modern ves- 
gels of war in action, that has been of im- 
mense value to naval students. McGiffen 
comimitted guicide in this city, being de- 
ranged by wounds received in the battle. 
Two youths more unlike than Uriu and 
McGiffen it would have been=hard to find 
in the naval academy. McGiffen was wild 
and careless. Uriu used to make him go 
to Bible class with him. 

Uriu before entering the academy studied 
English with one of the professors at 
Yale. He and other Japanese cadets were 
admitted to Annapolis under an act of 
Congress passed in 1868, which allowed 
a certain number of foreigners to be 
taught there. 

Uriu was one of 124 “Plebes” who began 
their studies in 1877, and he stood twen- 
ty-fifth in the Hist of 95 who graduated. 
This is remarkable when considered that 
he was teen. ing to do extra work. 

After leaving Annapolis he took a tech- 
nical course at a British naval schsoool 
and then went home, where he became an 
aide in the Japanese admiralty. He 
married a Japanese girl who had studied 
eat Vassar College. His friends here do 
not remember her name and inquiry at 
which 
one of the good many Japanese Vassar 
girls Mrs. Uriu is. The only married 
Japanese student on the alumnae record 
was a Miss Gauakawa who graduated 
in 1882, but she is Mrs. Oyama now. 

Mrs. Uriu may be one of the several 
who did not finish their course of study 
at Vassar. 

Uriu kept ug a correspondence for the 
last twenty years with classmates and 
friends in the naval academy, notably with 
Wiillam B. Stayton of this city. who left 
the navy for the law, and with Lieutenant- 
Commander Thiess. who is now at the 
Brooklyn navy yards, His letters have

The third Japanese in Uriu’s class at 
Annapolis was Genoske Inouye, who was 
much older than Uriu and Serata. He was 
at the academy more to observe than to 
study and he finished lower in the class 
than either of his juniors. 

“Altogether, they were three good chaps, 
the Jay pe’ sad Mr. Stayton today. 

“TY confess I Mked Serata the best, be- 
cause there was more fun in him, but Uriu 
was all right in his way and not bad in 
athletics, although he didn't go in ub 
sport very much.’

The prosperity of the negro in the South 
hes created a large internal migration of 
members of the race that is causing séme 
Uheasiness in labor circles. 

At no other time since emancipation, not 
even in the palmiest days of reconstruction, 
bave ‘he negroes of the Southwest had so 
mach moaey on hand as this season. If 
the cotton crop yields $650,000,000 the ne- 
groes will get $200,000.00. In Mississippi 
thelr share of the crop will be 635,000,000 
or $40,000,000, or eight times the assessed 
value of all property owned by negroes in 
the state. 

Moreover, for the first time in years there 
ie a great deal of cash coming to them. 
Usually the negro tenant gets such heavy 
advances on his crop that when the s6a- 
gon closes and he sells his cotton he has 
just enough to settle thesq advances to 
get himself out of debt and to start making 
new loans.

In some of the eastern counties the 
bulk of the negro population has been or- 
dered to leave—a result which the native 
whites attribute to the immigration from 
the West, negro competition being more 
Objectionable to western to south- 
ern whites. 

Planters in central and northern Loulisi- 
ana-~for the southern pest of the state is 
white and growing whiter—took advantage 
of the disorders in the Texas border coun- 
ties to send their labor agents there and 
to geoure contracts with many thousands 
of negroes. his business, however, has 
been stopped in the last few weeks. The 
disorders have been suppressed and the 
labor agents from Louisiana have been 
warned that they had better get out. 

Thus the good price of cotton by freeing 
the negro from his contract debts enables 
him to go where he pleases and offer his 
services where he chooses. There has 
been a at deal of shuffling around: and 
although the negro, as a general thing, has 
gone but a short ance from his old 
10ome, this tion has caused planters 
and other employers to be more liberal in 
thelr offers.

CALBRA, Ala., Feb. 20.—Old enough to 
be the great-grandfather of any living 
American jockey or turfman, Alston Gib- 
son, who once piloted the blue-blooded 
thoroughbreds belonging to Gen. Andrew 
Jackson, is living in retirement here and 
is preparing te celebrate His l1iéth birth- 
day.

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HUSBAND PARDONED 


Mrs. Nettie Haley Works to Have 
Former Spouse Remain in Prison 
Because He Kiled Her Father.

DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 20.—Often a de- 
voted wife asks the governor of a state 
to show clemency toward a criminal hus- 
band. Beldom does one protest against, 
and follow it with relentlessness, the par- 
don of ona 

This course, however, has been followed 
by Mra. Nettie Haley, former wife of 
Frank Rainsbarger, one of the Rains- 
barger brothers, who are now appealing 
to the Iowa legislature to pardon them. 

Mrs. Haley recently appeared in Des 
Moines and went before the board of par- 
dons with an urgent and indignant protest 
against the pardon of her former hus- 
band. 


There are few persons, however, who 
would question the motives of the wife in 
this case after hearing the story which 
she told to the legislative committee. Mrs. 
Haley talked freely of her mission to Des 
Moines. There was no passion and no bit- 
terness in her voice as she recounted the 
details leading up to and following the 
murder of her father, Enoch Johnson, with 
their blighting consequences to her own 
happiness There was only a determined 
effort to carry out her part as courageous- 
ly as possible and prevent the liberation 
of a man whose release, she believes, would 
be a menace to more than one life. 

She was only 16 years of age when she 
became the wife of Frank Rainsbarger and 
the mother of a 5-months-old babe. Scarce- 
ly two years later her husband was found 
guilty of the murder of her father and she 
Was coast adrift on the world without a 
penny to support herself and child. 

With the severing of the bonds between 
hérself and her former husband, shortly 
after the conviction of the latter, the wife 
found another protector in the person of 
Hh. F. Haley of Steamboat Rock, with 
whom she lived until eight years ago, 
when the drink habit result in again 
mowing her upon her own resources. 

For eltght years Mr. Haley has worked 
at mr shay soy to support herself, her 
daughter by her first husband and a little 
s0n, who is now 9 years of age, born 
of the secomd union. There have been 
many discouragements and  dishearten- 
ments and Mrs. Haley now feels that to 
have her first husband pardoned would be 
the unkindest cut of all from fate. 

I would rather see my children dead 
before me than to know that the man 
who murdered my father was at large 
where he a do them injury.” said 
Mrs. Haley with wide dry eyes. “No one 
can understand what it means to me un- 
less they realize what I have gone 
through since I became the bride of 
Frank Rainsbarger.

ose of the foreign stock exchanges, 
reporting heavy failures on the Bourse. 
Consols fell early this morning to 86, 
which was a new’ low level for the 
period, after the close, and they were 
voted in Throgmorton street at 85%. 
This lowest price was 1% points under 
the London quotation on the eve of war 
—which shows by comparison that the 
shock,. though severe at London, has 
been severer still in Parts. Further 
declities today in German, Japanese and 
Chinese bonds brought these securities 
also under the year’s low price to date, 
and Russian 4 per cents, though still 
rema@iring above the price to which they 
feil. on the news of the last week’s 
naval disaster, went down considerable. 
In faet, all of the foreign markets were 
disorganized; but the break at Paris un- 
doubtedly overshadowed everything elsa 
Our market watcned these extraordindwy 
moverents with reasonable calmness, the 
few declines in the early dealings being 
little more than fractional.

W. C. T. U. Reminds All Citizens to 
Obey the State’s Sabbath-Break- 
ing Laws or Be Punished. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 20.—The 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union in 
this state is circulating a syllabus of the 
Arkansas state laws and the Supreme 
Court's decisions with relation to Sabbath- 
breaking, as follows: . 

“The statutes of the state and the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court upon the 
question of Sabbath-breaking’ are very 
clear. There can be no mistaking the in- 
tention of the Legislature, nor the lan- 
guage of the court upon the point. They 
have called a ‘spade a spade’ in pointing 
out the duties of citizens, so that the most 
ignorant can not be in the dark as to 
what the law is. ; 

“Bection 1891 of Gaudels & Hill’s digest 
provides: ‘Every person who shall, on 
Sunday, keep open any store or retail any 
goods, wares and merchandise, or keep 
open any dram shop or grocery, or who 
shall. keep the doors of the same s0 as 
to afford ingress and egress, or retail any 
spirits or wine, shall, on conviction there 
of, be fined in any sum not less than $% 
nor more than $100.’ 

“Section 1888 provides: ‘Every appren- 
tice or servant —— to labor on Sun- 
day shall be deemed a separate offense of 
the master.’ 

“In the case of the State vs. Goff, 20 
Ark., 289, the supreme court said: “The de-. 
fendant was poor; had no implements of 
his own with which to cut his wheat, 
which was wasting from  overripeness; 
could borrow none until Saturday evening; 
swapped work with his aes ‘during’ 
the week; hired negroes and cut his own, 
wheat on Sunday. Held that, even under 
these circumstances, he was not justified 
in breaking the Sabbath.’ 

“In Shover vs. the State, 10 Ark., 259, 
the court said: ‘Keeping a grocery door 
open on the Sabbath ts a temptation to 

cé, and therefore criminal. * * % Any 
verson who has control of a grocery may 
be indicted for keeping it open on Sunday, 
whether he be owner or not.’ 

It was held in Petty vs. State, 58 Ark. 
1, that ‘keeping a butcher shop and sell- 
ing meats and vegetables from it on Sun 
ym A is a violation of section 1891 of San- 
dels and Hill's digest, imposing a fine on 
every person who shall on Sunday keep 
open any store or retall any goods, wares 
and merghandise. To commit the offense 
of Sabbath breaking 7 keeping a store 
door open on Sunday. It 
to keep it so opened as to induce cus- 
tomers to open and trade. It its guf- 
ficient {f the door is partially ‘open or in- 
tentionally left unlocked so that any per- 
son may enter as readily as if left open. 
Or, if it is opened to the knocking of a 
stranger and he be admitted or invited 
in. this is keeping open, within the pro- 
bibition of the state. e foregoing is 
from the opinion of the supreme court 
» cass of Seelig vs. the State, In 48 

k.. 98 And is is to be remembered 
rthat each day such store is so kept open 
constitutes a separate offence.

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Union of Churches Agreed to 


for 96 years an important factor in 

the religious world, surrendered its 
denominational name and independence in 
St. Louis last week and returned to the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
of America. 


The Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
was comprised of three ministers when it 
marched out of the parental home of 
Presbytertanism in Dixon County, Teun., 
in 1810. It returns a giant of 200,000 mem- 
bers, 2000 ministers and 3000 churches. 


The union of the parent church and its 
sturdy offspring has been progressing for 
several years. It was completed at the 
Southern Hotel in St. Louls last week, 
when the committees appointed out of the 
presbyteries of the two churches met and 
arranged the last small details of the re- 
union. 

The return of the smaller church to the 
larger one is easily understood. The 
Cumberland Presbyterians went away be- 
cause they were opposed to the Presby- 
terlan doctrine of predestined damnation, 
especially in its interpretation concerning 
infants. At the last general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church at Los Angeles, 
Cal., last year, this objectionable tenet was 
removed from the doctrinal confession of 
faith, whereupon the Cumberland Pres- 
byterians immediately assented to a re 
union. 

They had been 8 years away. They had 
not gone because of the fatality clause 
alone, but this was the chief reason for 
their withdrawal. It is known as the 
third chapter of the Presbyterian confes- 
sion of faith, and has been popularly called 
one of the “hard doctrines” of Presby- 
terlanism. Its elimination removed the 
cause for which the Cumberland Presby- 
terlans withdrew and established their in- 
dependent church, and the union affected 
in St. Louls last week was the natural se- 
quence, inasmuch as the doctrines of the 
two churehes had become practically iden- 
tical. 

The conference ended Thursday night.

The best known 
of these are the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America, better known as 
the Northern Presbyterian Church; the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
(omitting the words ‘of America), better 
known as the Southern Presbyterian 
Church, and the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, which did not divide during the 
civil war and hence has always rerfuined 
one organization in the United States. 
“at this time the Northern Presbyterian 
Church is weakest in the South. and it is 
in the South that the Cumberland Presby- 
terlan Church ts strongest. So the reunion 
will give the Northern Presbyterian Church 
a strength Inthe South Which she very 
much needs. 

“Additionally it means to the older church 
an instant increase of 200.000 in its member- 
ship; an addition of 2000 men to its clergy?

“The reunion of the North and South 
Churches in Presbyterianism is not far 
distant. It is viewed upon: both sides 
with a disposition to advance half way. 
In fact, it is being negotiated even now. 

“The Presbyterian Church {is only in 
accord with the spirit of the day. Denom- 
inational barriers are dropping lower every 
day. They mean less today than they 
meant yesterday, and tomvurrow they will 
have become even more meaningless. The 
Protestant church in America is moving 
toward a complete unity and affiliation. 
Calvinism and Armenianism were never 
so close together as now. 

“The Presbyterian creed is Calvanistic 
as against the Armenian, which latter has 
notable organizations in the Methodist and 
Baptist Churches. The difference between 
them may be expressed in a few words: 
We magnify the sovereignty of God, and 
the Armenian churches magnily tne free- 
dom of the human will. It has been even 
recently propesed that a great convention 
be held next year for the purpose of mak- 
ink a common credal agreement and con- 
solidating all the Protestant churches, 

Calvanistic and Armenian alike, into a 
single great Pretestant Christian Church. 
The object, of course, would be to elimi- 
nate all credal debate and endeavor and 
to direct the whole strength of the church 
upon the promotion of Godliness upon 
earth.”

MORE THAN 200 SHOTS FIRED 


‘During the Fighting the Thieves Ex- 
-ploded Six Charges.of Dynamite, 
but Fail to Get Money. 


MARTINSBURG, Neb., Feb. 20.—The bat- 
tle between five bank robbers, or yeggmen, 
and the citizens of this village, recently 
fought, was one of the most thrilling ex- 
periences that townsmen are called upon 
to. face. 

A ball had kept the people out of bed 
until midnight. Two hours later, when 
everyone was in the midst of the soundest 
sleep of the night, a tremendous explosion 
shook the town, Everyone leaped from bed, 
and women and children ran about crying 
and creaming with terror. 

Those who looked saw that robbers 
had attacked the bank, and had blown the 
fafe. Four men armed themselves with re- 
‘yYolvers and shotguns and ran from their 
homes to defend the town. They were Ben 
MicClarey, a merchant, and his brother, 
Walter McClarey, Nick Wellingstein, a 
“miller, and William Smith, a bartender. 

They reached the main street by various 
routes and saw a barricade of corn cul- 
tivators, barrels and boxes, four feet high, 
piled in front of the bank. In the dim 
light the forms of four men were seen. 


One stood on the porch of a store nearly 
opposite the bank, another near the black- 
smith shop; a third fn front of the barri- 
cade, and a fourth in the street before the 
saloon across the street from the bank. 

Wellingstein. the miller, opened the 
Neht. Raising his Winchester he fired at 
the man on the porch. 


Robbers Yelled Encouragemnet. 

Immediately there was a great cry from 
thé’ robber: 

“Dig into ‘em, boys; give ‘em —. 

The four robbers began firing at once, 
retreating slowly toward the barricade 
The robber with whom Wellingstein was 
Cuguged raised his heavy revolver and fired 
five shots in rapid succession at the miller, 
who replied spiritedly with his rifle. 

‘In the meantime the McClareys and 
Smith began shooting and soon a duel was 
in progress. It was too dark to see vlearly 
but the duelists fired at the flash of guns 
and as the citizens closed in the robbers 

n calling to one another: 

“This way; this way; look out; don’t get 
seattered; stick together, men; shoot —— 
it. shoot; we can keep these farmers 
away.’ 

When all the robbers had taken refuge 
behind the barricade. one of them ap-

Bull Leader in the Chicago Pit Has 
the Bears at His Mercy and Quits 
Brief Day’s Work With $300,000 
Profit.

HE 1S SAID TO BE $2,500,000 
AHEAD ON 4 MONTH’S TRADING 


Sells Millions of Bushels to Hold 
Price Down, but Buyers Demand 
Two Bushels When He Offers One 
—Higher Prices Predicted.

CHICAGO, Feb: 20.—The excited scenees 
of yesterday were renewed in ‘he 
short session of the Board of Trade to- 
day when, amidst an insistent demand 
from the persons whom Armour had in 
his grip, wheat advanced over 4 cents 
a bushel and made a new high market 
price of $1.03 a bushel. 

At this figure Armour’s broker let go 
enough to siop the advance and send the 
price back 2 cents. The clamor and de- 
mands of the ‘‘shorts’’ never ceased until 
the gong sounded. 

Yesterday the excitement culmimated 
after the price passed the $1 mark. Today 
there were no varying degrees of intensity, 
and the nerves of every man in the wheat 
pit were at the highest tension during 
every minute of the session. 

The advance in price seemed to be ir- 
resistible. 

Armour, who for months has been the 
undisputed monarch of the wheat pit, sold 
millions of bushels of grain in a futile 
effort to hold the price down, but for every 
bushel sold there were two demanded by 
traders, professionals and the outside pub- 
lic, all of whom seemed imbued with the 
single idea of buying wheat. 


Everything Points 
to, Higher Wheat. 


At the opening May wheat sold as high 
as $1.04, but the effort apparently proved 
too much, and the price fell again to 
$1.02%. The second attempt fared better 
and the price mounted past $1.03 and then 
$1.04, never halting until $1.07 was reached. 

Today’s extraordinary advance is due to 
exactly the same conditions that caused 
yesterday's spectacular rise. 

The conditions in the European’ and En- 
glish markets continue unchanged, and 
wheat is held there at a premium. 

There is no evidence of a relaxation in 
the stringency of the eastern situation, 
which is another great bull argument. 

English consols are materially lower, a 
substantial indication of the disturbed sit- 
uation among the European powers. Ca- 
bles, reporting increased “war feeling in 
Europe and liquidation on the” Paris 
bourse, gave the bulls increased energy. 


Country Districts Are 
Promising Little Relief. 


The local receipts of wheat have been 
unusually small and advices from the 
grain-producing districts contain little 
promise of relief. These reasons have all 
combined to convince the speculating pub- 
lic, professional and amateur alike, that 
higher prices will yet be reached. 

It was the force of this buying that 

caused the advance. Armour, who holds a 
lohge line of May wheat, probably accom- 
modated shorts with 3,000,000: bushels of May 
wheat today, at a profit to himself on that 
fraction of his holdings of $300,000, suppos- 
ing that he bought in an equal quantity 
of July he had sold short. 
When he commenced to sell July as a 
hedge, there was only 2 cents difference, 
Today there was over 10 cents and the 
fncerease makes his profits on 3,000,000 bush- 
els $300,000. His profits on the deal, which 
he began in November when May wheat 
was 76, are asserted to be $2,500,000, 

Pork rose another 50 cents a barrel, or $2 
for the week. Corn and oats are at top 
prices, but are not so strong and active 
as wheat.

Edward Stanley, an Englishman, 
Far From Home and Despondent, 
Cuts His Throat and Struggles 
With Policeman Who Trys to 
Save Him. 


TERRIFIES SPECTATORS 
| FLEE FROM THE ROOM. 


Officer Finally Gets Weapon Away 
and Holds Him Till Ambulance 
Comes—Hospital Physicans Say 
He Cannot Live. 


Far from home, out of employment and 
hungry, BDdward Stanley, a battle-scarred 
veteran of many British wars, slashed his 
throat and his left wrist in the second- 
class waiting room at Union Station at 
midnight last night in a desperate en- 
deavor to end his life. . 

The act was seen by several persons, 
who were waiting for trains, and their 
cries brought Policeman Coombs, who tried 
to wrest the razor from the man’s hand. 

The two men struggled and the fright- 
ened spectators fled from the room. 

After a desperate encounter with Btanley 
the officer succeeded in getting the weapon 
away from him and holding him. 

An ambulance was called and Stanley 


was sent to the City Hospital. The phy- 
sicians there do not expect him to live. 

After he had been placed on the operat- 
ing table it was found that he could ar- 
ticulate, and his name and something of 
his history was drawn from him. 

He said he was a British soldier and 
had scars from head to foot, which he 
had received in battles with Zulus. He 
had come to jAmerica after the death of 
his wife, bringing three grown children 
with him, but did not know their present 
addresses. 

From persons at Union Station it was 
learned that Stanley had been in St. Louis 
two weeks, having come from Detroit in 
search of work. He found none and sev- 
eral days he spent his last nickel. 
Since that;he had been existing on the 
charity of \emigrants in the second-class 
wnalting room at the station with whom 
seed feeling led him to serape acquain- 

ance, 

His plight had made him despondent, and 
to several of his chance acquaintances he 
spoke of his intention of ending it. all. 

Last night there were the usual number 
of r travelers at the station who had 
failed to make connections and had to sta 
in the second-class waiting room unti 
morning. Stanley spent the evening there, 
but did not mingle with the travelers as 
he had before. He sat @n one of the bench- 


es, gazing moodily at the floor, until most 


of the travelers were asleep.

CONGRESS TO END Tf 


ITS WORK BY MAY 1 


With Panama Canal Out of the Way 
This Week Only Opposition 
Bills Remain. 

POST-DiISPATCH BUREAO, 
1645 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—An early ad- 
journment of Congress is predicted by all 
public men who visit the White House. The 
time is variously fixed fat from April lb 10 
May 1. Senator Lodge said to-day: 

“It seems ot me there is nothing to keep 
Congress here after April 15. The canal 
treaty is practically out of the way, and 
the appropriation bills can be handled in 
sufficiént time to get away by the middle 


of April.” 

Senator Quarles said: “There is no ex~ 
cuse for staying here after May 1. With 
the appropriation bills as the main work 
to be done, there ought to be no reason 
why we should stay here. These bills can 
be disposed of In a few weeks. When the 
Panama treaty is settled, the most im- 
portant matter for action’ is the case of 
Gen. Leonard Wood. [I am sure that @& 
settlement of this case will require only a 
few days. There may be some complica~- 
tions in the far eastern situation to be 
looked after by Congress, but | do not an- 
ticipate anything that will del ay adjourn- 
ment after May 1.” 

Senator Mitchell said: “I have been in 
the Senate for a good many years, but I 
have never seen the prospects so good for 
an early adjournment. We do not know 
what may happén in connection with the 
eastern problem, but, without unexpected 
complications, we ought 2: get away from 
here without trouble by the list of May.’”’ 

Senator Dryden said: “I really thin “we 
could easily dispose of the work ahead 
- us and adjourn by April 1, but, allew- 

ing for something that we may not be 

e to see, May 1 ought to be the limit 


for es here. 
“The Panama legislation has been the 


most important we have had and will 
have, and with this out of the way next 
week there will be nothing I can now see 
to prevent the early p e of the ap- 
propfiation ills. I find that the Demo- 
cratic senators are in accord with the Re- 
publicans about an early adjournment.” 

Senator Spooner, in the course of his con- 
tinued defense of the administration's pol- 
icy, today denounced the treaty of 1846 as 
being an act of tyranny against that pro- 
vince. He referred to the act that Com- 
mander MoCalla. during Mr. Cleveland's 
administration, intervened on the Isthmus 
and terminated a revolution. He sald no 
“Commanohe yells’’ had followed that act. 
He said the people of Panama had been 
more oppressed by the ople of Colombia 
than the Cubans by S Spain. 

Mr. Spooner then read an interview with 
Dr. Thomas Herran, the Colombian charge. 
orinted Jan. 18. Dr. Herran was comment- 
ing on the New York World’s and Post- 
[dspatch’s exposure of the circumetances 
attending the revolution on the isthmus 
and said he had employed detectives to 
ascertain what certain representat'ves from 
Panama were doing here and in New York 
Having found — character of their mls- 
sion was to obtain the promise of assist- 
ance in the event of rebellion against 
the authority of Colombia, he had fully 
advised the government officials at Bogota 

Mr. Spooner read the interview to prove 
that Colombia had been amply notified of 
discontent in Panama and was adenuately 
warned of the contemplated revolution.

and excluding the three million paupers. 
Chicago, for instance, can equal in its 
corruption that fearfully corrupt city, 
Paris, and also has the best and largest 
bureau of criminal identification in the 


world outside of Paris.” 

Referring to instinctive criminality, Dr. 
Lydston said: 

“There never was a boy born in the 
world who was not an instinctive crim- 
inal. His natural instincts are opposed 
to the laws when society has set up to 
guard itself. A young child knows 
just as much of the difference between 
right and wrong as my dog does. 

“This is true, I hold, because there is 
no instinctive capacity for good innate in 
the human offspring. Every one is born 


without a conscience and, I believe, withe } 


out a soul. But there is in the child 
that which is lacking in the animal— 
a capacity for the development of the 
conscience. By the experience of years 
conscience is built up. 

“Th average man has the instinct of 
murder in him. In a moment of passion, 
the instinct may flare up; the result is 
a murderer for the prison cells.

The Kinloch Long Distance Telephone Co. 
of St. Louis yesterday filed a notice of in- 
crease in capital stock from $300,000 to %,- 
900,000. The necessary papers were sworn 
to before Secretary of State Sam B. Cook 
at Jefferson City. A syndicate composed 
of the old board of directors takes up the 
new allotment of stock. 

When the changes provided for in the 
strengthening, of the company have been 
completed, Kinloch officials state that they 
will be in touch with 275,000 telephones in 
Missourt, Illinois, Indiana and Kansas. 
It is expected that work along the lines 
laid down for the extension of the service 
will be finished by June 1. Plans call for 
connections and exchange of traffic with 
independent telephone companies § in the 
four states mentioned. It Is stated that no 
increase in rates is planned, 

The greater portion of the new heavy 
toll trunk lines to be installed in Missouri 
will be pushed in the Carthage and Joplin 
district. Working towards Kansas Cty, 
the iXinloch will soon enter that section 
over the wires of the Home Telephone Co., 
a contract to that effect having recently 
been executed. The agreement adds 8000 
telephones to the call list. 

The Kinloch Long Distance Telephone 
Co. of St. Louis, which differs from_ the 
Kinloch company in that the former han- 
dies the out-of-town traffic and the latter 
the local, was capitalized at $300,009 in 
1900. The officers include C, Marquardt 
Forster, president; Julius 8S. Walsh, first 
vice-president; William D, Orthwein, sec- 
ond vice-president;; Breckinridge Jones, 
treasurer; W. Roy McCanne, secretary; 
Charles H. Lediie, general manager, and 
the following directors: William F. Neolker, 
Rolla Wells. August Gehner, Philip Stock, 
Adolphus Busch, Charles H. Turner, Sam- 
uel M. Kennard, Henry Nicolaus, Harrison 
{1 Drummond, James _ T. Drummond, 
George J. Kobusch and James Green. 
The late William J. Lemp was also a 
director. His estate owns one-twentieth 
of the new company. 

For some time after its organization, 
the company confined its territory to 
the towns within a radius of 30 miles of 
St. Louis. BellevSlle, Collinsville, Ed- 
wardsville, Alton. O’Fallon, Lebanon, 
Marissa and St. Charles mark its first 
steps. It gradually gut through Illinois, 
and now operates as far east as Terre 
Haute. In Springfield a contract has 
been made to exchange traffic with the 
Automatic Company of Chicago. 

In Missouri the Kinoch reaches the dis- 
tricts of Louisiana, Mexico Montgomery, 
Columbia, Centralia, Hannibal, Fulton, 
Jefferson City, Sedalia, Nevada and Clin- 
ton.

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REMARKABLE. DRESS | 
MADE OF ELK TEETH 


One of the Very Few Is in Possession 
of Kansas Man, Who Says In- 


dians Have Order of Elks. 

WICHITA, Kan., Feb. 20.—J. H. Bratley 
of this city is the possessor of a dress on 
which 376 elk teeth are used for decorative 
purposes, It is the work of Cheyenne 
Indian women, and was bought by Mr. 
Bratley when he was a teacher in an In- 
dian Territory school. 

The foundation of the dress is coarse 
and heavy navy blue wool cloth, such as 
ig sold to the Indians by traders. On 
this dress is sewn in rows which begin at 
the neck and run around it to a depth of 
about six inches, a large number of elk’s 
teeth. The flowing sleeves are also en- 
circled by the teeth and the garment pre- 
sents altogether a pleasing if unique ap- 
pearance. There are in all 876 teeth. They 
are about half an inch apart in the row 
aud the rows are an inch apart 

The dress, which resembles.a big shirt 
ig made by sewing two strips of cloth 
together at the sides, leaving a slit about 
eight inches wide into which the sleeves 
are sewn, The top is slightly rounded and 
is sewn together from the top of each 
sleeve toward the center, leaving only a 
small hole through which to place the 
head. Un each side of the neck is a 
small leather thong. by which this hole 
may be laced up close about the neck. 
There are a few narrow red and yellow 
ribbons sewn upon the éhoulders and 
sleeves of the garment, but aside from 
these the only ornaments are the rows 
of elk’s teeth 

The teeth all hang with the large end 
down and are fastened to the dress by 
means of a double cord which passes 
through a hole drilled near the small 
end of the tooth. As some of the teeth 
are small ana white while others are un- 
usually largo and yellowed with 
With their beautiful coloring and large 
size they would be highly prized by mem- 
pers of the order which was named after 
this splendid animal. 

‘he existence of these garments is ac 
counted for by Mr. Bratley by the state- 
ment that there are clans or orders among 
the Indians just as there are among white 
people, and that among them is an order 
of the Elks. He says every man who 
belongs to the order possesses the word 
elk as a part of his name.

SIBERIAN EXILE 


Leo Deutsch, the Famous Russian 
Revolutionist, Writes a Book on / 
Incarceration and Escapes.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 2.—After 16 years of 
exile in Siberia, Leo Deutsch, the famous 
revolutionist, has just published a book 
describing his incarceration. It is full of 
horrible and timely revelations. He was @t- 
rested at Kiev more than twenty years 
ago because of an assault upon a Russian 
spy, but succeeded in escaping to Swits- 
erland, He settled at Friburg, where he 
engaged in the printing of revolutionary 
papers for distribution In Russian terri- 
tory. 

He was arrested again at the instance of 


the Russian government, extradited and 
taken to St. Petersburg, chained in a cattle 
car. He was locked up several months in 
the prison of the fortress of 88. Peter and 
Paul, where all the arts of the prison were 
employed in vain to obtain from him the 
names of his Russian accomplices. After 
conviction he was transferred from one 
prison to another until he was locked up 
for a whole winter in the most horrible of 
them all, that of Moscow, where he found 
many prisoners condemned for political 
crimes. In his book he describes the means 
used by the prisoners to communicate with 
each cther by knocking on the damp walls 
of their underground cells. 

In the St, Petersburg prison was also 
the beautiful Vera Figner, the aristo- 
cratic nihilist, who was condemned to 
death in 1883 for disseminating an- 
archism among the Russian nobility, 
and whose sentence was afterward com- 
muted to imprisonment for life. She is 
still im the subterranean vaults much 
like a person buried alive. 

After 15 months of this life Deutsch was 
sent to Siberia. He gives a vivid descrip- 
tio of the long journey of 12,000 versts to 
Kara, where he met many socialist convicts 
with whom he spent the most pleasant 
period of his incarceration. 

He tells of a young woman named 8Sig- 
ida, who died there under the knout, and of 
three of her companions who committed 
suicide rather than stand the same punsh- 
ment.

MISSOURI’S BOODLE ISSUE. 


The Democratic machine leaders seem to be riding their 
party to disaster. They are trying to rough ride over the 
popular sentiment in the rank and file of the organization 
against corruption in the government, against the men who 
have abused their power in the party or in office for per- 
sonal and corrupt purposes, and against the influencea 
which have made the party the instrument of public plun- 
derers and special interests. 

The surreptitious but assiduous arguments of besmirched 
and endangered party bosses can not convince the people 
that there is no boodle issue in the state, or within the 

*Democratic party. There is not only a boodle issue, but 
an issue deeper than the boodle issue—an issue involving the 
party conditions which have made boodling possible, and the 
party leaders who have controlled the party machine in the 
interest of boodlers, lobbyists and powerful corporations seek- 
ing favors from the government. There is an anti-corrup- 
tion cause which can only succeed through the radical change 
of party conditions and the overthrow of the leaders who 
represent in the party the forces of plunder and injustice. 

The object of the Post-Dispatch, which is the organ of 
.mo party, nO man and no faction, has been to clearly de- 
fine this issue and to draw the line sharply between the 
forces of corruption and the forces of honesty; to give the 
reform movement ‘among the people its true alignment 
against the elements which stand in its way. 

Tht Post-Dispatch believes it a mistake té bind up the 
fortunes of this great reform cause with the personal for- 
tunes or ambitions of one man or one faction. The cause is 
greater than any man or any faction or any pafty. It 
should be stronger than any man, faction or party. It should 
triumph regardless of personal, factional or party fortunes. 

There are fifty Democrats in the state who might worthily 
lead the reform cause. The most available and strongest of 
them, when the crisis comes, should be selected to carry the 
standard. 

The reform fight primarily is within the Democratic par- 
ty.as the dominant party. To say that the Democratic 
masses, who make up the rank and file of the party organi- 

' zation, are honest is begging the question; it is vain bab- 
bling. 

The masses are honest, but if their honest. sentiment in 
favor of reform cannot control the party’s action and finds 
no expression in the party’s platform.and nominations, then 
the whole party must be condemned. If the party leaders 

ignore the sentiment of the voters in the party councils 
and override their wishes in the party conventions and in the 
direction of the organization, then the honest intentions 
of the voters are vain—within the party; they can only 
find effective ‘expression in the defeat of the party. 

If the great reform sentiment of the people of Missouri— 
the strong popular movement for honest state government, 
for the overthrow of the corrupt lobby and the destruction 
of malign political influences is defeated in the Democratic 
organization, then the only hope of reform in the state wil! 
lie in the défeat of the Democratic party. The leaders of 
the party may take warning.

HOW THEY INTERPRETED IT.

5. Since an important part of digestion is done in the 
mouth, thorough chewing is necessary.

American Women Talk?! 
HE held out a small but well formed hand to me as 
she said: 

“IT am pleased to meet you; I hope we will be the best 
of'friends. You want me to tell you what I think of your 
country and customs. I have not yet been here long enough 
to learn very much about your country. But what I have 
seen of it I think it is grand, magnificent. Your people 
are so hospitable, so generous.

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Fire Chief of St. Louis Tells How Baltimore’s Skyscrapers of Steel and 
Tile Suffered in the Great Fire and Discusses the Limited 


Equipment of the 


~.Fire Chief Swingley went to Baltimore as soon as he 
heard of the great fire and spent a week in careful study of 
the great catastrophe. In the following statement he sets 
forth some of the things he learned for the readers of the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


By Charles FE. Swingley, Chief of the 
St. Louis Fire Department. 


HAT ave, the firemen and 
W the country learned from 
Baltimore fire? 

Principalig that nothing is 
really fireproof, The great ‘“‘fire- 
proof” buildings of Baltimore 
burned out, if not down. Their 
steel skeletons were left, but the 
contents burned and great patches 
of the brick -shell fiaked off and 
tile flooring disintegrated. 

The fire in Baltimore started 
in the Hurst building, at the apex 
of a V-shaped biock. A _ strong 
wind was blowing directly at the 
apex. A fire company was 
located only two blocks away. A 
as we say here, a “still” alarm, was sent to the fire station. 
The company responded, The fire was in the cellar, which 
the firemen entered. Before they got water on the fire there 
occurred an explosion that literally blew them out of the 
cellar, as was told me by several firemen. 

While the firemen were stil] in the cellar the interior of

the building exploded, by confined gas generated mn the 


burning; the roof was thrown off and fire was scattered 
everywhere. The wind threw it dlong the converging streets 
to north and south, Buildings on each side took fire and a 
general alarm was sent out which brought all the fire 
companies in the city to the scene, From the start the fight 
was against the wind rather than the fire. The firemen 
fought well, but the wind was the more powerful and car- 
ried the fire on and on, faster than the firemen could follow. 


The combustion, as it grew greater, heated every building 
almost to the point of ignition, so that when a spark reached 
it, it blazed. 

_ With the twisting, whirling gale the fire was, alésoat im-

What Would St. Louis Do? 


HAT being the story of the fire that destroyed Balti. 


more, what would we do in St. Louis in the face of @ 


similar confiegration? 

In the first place, nothing of the sort is likely to occur, but 
it might. Great disesters of this sort occur usually at great 
intervala, yet there is the theory of cycles. Some of the mos¢ 
disastrous fires in St. Louls have followed one after the 
other tn quick succession. However, is not likely that 
another disaster such as was suffered by Baltimore wil] 
occur in another 80 years. 

The situation is well worth considering from all points, 
Baltimore had a good fire fighting force; it was considered 
above the average of that of most American oities. The 
fire protection area of Baltimore is 32 square miles. In 
this area there are 26 fire companies and 12 trucks: The 
fire fighting area of St. Louis is 624% miles, to cover which 
are only 88 companies and 12 trucks. St. Louis ia oot even 
up to Baltimore in fire fighting equipment. The difference 
is: St. Louls has 81 per cent of fire apparatus against Bal- 
timore’s 119 per cent. However, in @ conesntrated fight 
against a fire St. Louls could muster 18 pleces more of 
apparatus to fight the fire. 

At that, there is no question but that St. Louls has grown 
beyond its fire fighti apparatus. 

The Baltimore ion Wenachibent was well equipped, well 
Grilled, had large steamers and their wagons carried 1000 
feet of hose, Yet, going through the ruins of the Balti- 
more fire I saw thousands of feet of hose, partially burned, 
lying upon the ground, deserted by firemen who had been 


driven from it by the sudden and awful heat.

Effect on Skyscrapers. 


Y CHINE interest in Baltimore was in the action of 
M , the fre on suoh great steel structures ag the Con- 
tinental Trust building, supposed to be absolutely a 
fireproof building. A man who saw thig building burn told 
me of the process of its destruction. It wag in the path of 
the fire. He first saw the flames burst from the windows 
of the seventh story. In lees than five mimutes, according 
to my narrator, it was afire from bottom to top, and glow- 
ing incandescently from the tremendous glow of the fire 
within. Every inflammable thing inside the building wes 
afire, furniture, woodwork, books, a mass of stuff capable 
of making a gteat fire itself, ignited spontaneously because 
it had been dried out by the surrounding wal] of heat. 
That was the danger all over the Baltimore fire district 
during the fire, and the reason why the department was un- 
able to kill the fire. 
Yet after the fire passed, and the walls of the city’s best 
and biggest buildings were lafd in ruins, fron pillars and — 
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Dynamiting Ineffective. 

T HE blowing up of buildings in the path of the Gre is 
a useless expedient. The Baltimore fire chief who had. 
charge of the dynamiting told me that it only aggra- 

vated the trouble, 


What would I do if called ypom to fight a big fire in the 


heart of St. Louis? 

Surround it; centralize it, if possible, Fighting fire in eky- 
scrapers méans getting ag much water as possible to the 
seat of the blaze in the shortest space of time. 

The temperature of the air must be cooled before the fire 
oan be killed. If only enough water is thrown upon the 
blaze to generate steam the fire department is adding fuel 
to the flames. Air is composed of oxygen and hydrogen. 
When ft is all consumed and the steam adds a little hydro- 
gen, the fire grows upon it. What is needed is much water. 
In Baltimore the firemen told me that even the enormous 
pressure of the water sent out by the Biamese pipes was 
blown into mist by the force of the wind almost as soon as 
ft left the noszle 


Value of House Sprinklers. 


BELIEVE that one of the greatest factors in preventing 
| big fires, which might ocour at any time when a high 

wind ie blowing, is the autematic sprinkler. It is an 
expensive apparatus, but has saved many a bullding from 
fire, the news of which has never reached the public. it ts 
possible with this apparatus in a building to connect a 
steamer with the sprinkling connections, keep up the pres- 
sure and thus save the building after the supply tank has 
been exhausted 

The worrles of a fire chief In a big fre are the wind, its 
strength and direction, the water pressure, and the fact 
thet his department may be called to defend one part of 
the city while another needs it. 

If a fire should start in the great retafl or office building 
section of the city, or in the Washington avenue district, 
and grow beyond reasonable proportions, at least two- 
thirds of the fire department's equipment would have to be 
called into service to fight ® Then if, for instance, a big 
fire should occur in the Cupples district the apparatus would 
be split up. A high wind, low pressure of water, rapid at- 
mospherio combustion destruction of apparatus, all enter 
into the story of a fight with a general fire in a business 
district. But, after all, no fire chief can tell exactly what 
he will do In a big fire, any more than a general can foretell

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IMARTIN KERN, CHAMPION TENPIN 
BOWLER, GIVES ADVICE T 


H Tournament at Cleveland makes 

Martin Kern of St. Louis the un- 
disputed tenpin champion of America. For 
years he has been known as one of the best 
six bowlers in the country, but he has 
heen falling off during the past two years. 
This has been due mostly to {fll health, and 
as his health improved recently, Kern came 
back into the form that places him above 
all, 

With the exception of the 19038 tournament 
Mr. Kern has demanded notice in every 
national tournament for years. With the 
championship this year he has won the 
Timm trophy, which was put up for the last 
time in Cleveland. Kern won the trophy 
the second year it was put up at the Buf- 
falo tournament. As it was decided this 
year that the trophy go to the winner as 
his actual property Mr. Kern has one 
more cup in hds collection of prizes. 


In a match game some time ago Kern 
made the remarkable average of 298 for 
two games. In order to make this score 
he bowled 23 successive strikes, falling off 
four pins with his final bell. 

For the benefit of the Post-Dispatch read- 
ers Mr. Kern has written brief instructions 
and cautions to new bowlers and to those 
who intend to take up the sport. In these 
he points out errors that beginners should 
avoid and gives advice on the general style 
of the game. 


BY MARTIN KERN. 


My first word of advice to all who would 
iearn the greatest of bowling games, ten- 
pins, is: 


Don’t get discouraged, 
The first thing that a beginner has to 


make up his mind to do is to stick to it. 
Until the swing of the ball and the gen- 
eral idea of the game comes to a man, and 
it always comes suddenly, he will find ten- 
pins a discouraging game. But when he 
does hit his gait it is the most Interesting 
of indoor sports as well as one of the best 
exercises. 

Then, with the beginner’s mind firmly 
fixed that he is going to learn,. the next 
point is. the selection of the ball. Because 
you see a e6mall man step up to the runway, 
pick up the largest ball tin sight and send 
it whizzing down the alley, don't imagine 
that you can do the same. 

The little man has been bowling for a 
number of years and he knows exattly 
what ewing to give the ball and how, with 
the least exertion possible, to drive it 
down the alley. And in that cormnection I 
want to gay that you don’t have to be 
bullt on the lines of Champion Jeffries to 
become a good bowler. Some of,the best 
in the country are small men. 

For your firat attempt take a small 
ball, say one of 25 or 26 inches circum- 
ference. 

See that the thumb and finger holes are

How to Deliver 


the Ball Correctly. 


Having selected your ball the next step 
is the run-up for the delivery. Take a 
position about feet back of the foul-line, 


ball resting in your left hand. Swing the 
ball once to see that your arm is firm. If 
your hand is damp with perspiration it is 
better to dry it with a handkerchief or 
towel than to put chalk or rosin on it. 


In “running” up for the delive 
better to walk fast than run =e oe 
Start with your right foot and take four 


quick steps bringing your left foot down 
at the foul-line on the fourth as you de- 
liver the ball. While you are taking these 
four steps that ball has described one 
complete swing, starting from a. little in 
front of your right leg as you start for 
the run and drapping from your hand a lit- 
tle ahead of the same position. 

At the moment the ball is released your 
feet should be far apart with the left foot 
in advance and the right trailing out to act 


as a drag and hold you steady as your 
body catches the swing of the heavy ball, 


Both knees should be bent, the left one 
the most. ; 

The ball should be released when the 
right hand is about a foot above the al- 
ley. 

Place the ball on the alley rather than 
throw it. 

For a time, of course, you will drop it 
when you attempt to slide it onto the al- 
ley, but eventually you will be able to de- 
liver the ball with scarcely any bumping. 
Some bowlers can bowl a very swift wall 
with an almost noiseless delivery. 


The Matter of 
Aim and Speed. 


Now that the ball has left your hand we 
will take up the direction in which it is 
to travel and the speed with which it is 
sent. When you aim for the right slide of 
the king-pin; if you have ever played bil- 
liards or croquet or any similar game in 
which accuracy of direction is an important 
point, you will see an imaginary line from 
the side of the pin to the point where you 
are to drop yvur ball, 

If you don’t see the line naturally you 
must draw one, and then send your ball 
along that Une as accurately as you can. 
As for the speed, give it enough to carry 
in the direction you aimed without rolling 
off the imaginary line. You will gradually

Some Don’ts for 
You to Follow. 


Don’t roast another bowler »r talking 
about his ‘“‘tough luck’’ because there is an 
element of luck {n tenpins that comes out 
rather strong both ways sometimes. 

Don't tell the pinboy to put “that pin’’ on 
the spot. Thefe are ten pins tnere and you 
can learn their numbers in less. than © 
seconds. 

Don't waste time trying to learn the 
curved ball and other fancy points of the 


game. The curve is useless on some alleys 
and ig an uncertain he best. 
Don't slide over the foul line when you 
bow!. Ith is a foul to do.it and m a 
tournament the ball would not count. 

And above all, don’t get mad when they 
break badly, because you may get the best 
of the luck next time.

Louis Harbor Will Be Sent to 
Foreign Nations. 


MONITOR FLORIDA IS COMING 


Enternational Competitive Drills and 
Boat Races in River at Fair 
Proposed. 


Under instructions from. Washington, 

mander Asher C. Baker of ‘the United 
States navy, lighthouse inspector of the 
St. Louis district and assistant chief of 
transportation exhibits of the World's Fair, 
has begun the preparation of statistics to 
be sent to foreign governments on the aver- 
@ge depth of the Mississippi River, the 
height of bridges and the anchorage space 
Q@vailable at St. Louls. 

The statistics will be accompanied by an 
Invitation from the United States to the 
mations to send light-draft warships to St. 
Louis for the Fai 

As stated exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch, Admiral Taylor, chief of the bureau 
of navigation of the United States navy, is 
to come to St. Louis to examine the river 
before the invitations are finally sent out. 

The United States navy will be repre- 
eented at St. Louis during the Fdir by the 
ccast defense monitor Florida and at least 
two torpedo boat destroyers. Foreign na- 
tions will be asked to send similar ships 
and it is believed some of them will stay in 
the river until the spring of 16. Germany 
and Argentine Republic have already 
grade official inquiry regarding the poss!- 
bility of sending ships to St. Louis. 

While the ships are in the river inter- 
national competitive drills and boat races 
will be held by the ships’ crews, and ex- 
ercises will be given on the World's Fair 
grounds. 

The plan was suggested to the Expo- 
sition management by the World's Fair 
management by Claude H. Wetmore, a St. 
Louis newspaper man and author, who has 
made a study of the navies of the world. 
The instructions to Commander Baker to 
prepare statistics on the river are the re- 
sults of discussions which President Fran- 
cis had with officers of the navy and east- 
ern representatives of the Exposition in 
Washington.

DIAMONDS FROM CRATERS OF 
VOLCANOES WILL BE SHOWN. 


Diamonds dug from the craters of extinct 
VYolcanoces in South Africa will be ex- 
hibited in the Mines and Metallurgy build- 
The collection is 
being prepared by the famous DeBeers 
company, of which the late Cecil Rhodes 
of Cane Colony was organizer, according to 
@ cablegram received from South Africa 
by the Fair management vesterday. 

The exhibit will represent the dlamonda 
mining jtudustry of the Transvaal, over 
which England went to war with the 
Botts. A space 14 feet square has been set 
aside for it in the Mines building. 

Four great mines in Griqualand, West, 
form the center and the main part of the 
South African diamond fields. All of them 
@re in the tops of mountains which were 
Once volcanoes. The djamond bearing earth 
fs taken from the craters filled up ages 
ago. ‘ 
These mines are the Kimberley, the De 
Beers, the DeToits Pan and the Bulfontein. 
A fifth, much smaller, is the St. Augus- 
tine, They are now controlled by the 
DeBeers company, and the diamonds for 
the 8t. Louls exhibit were taken from 


. them. 


The size of the old craters which have 
been opened in the scramble for prectous 
stones is trenrendous. The DeTolts Pan 
covers 45 acres; the Kimberley 33 acres ana 
the DeBeers 2.

Police and Detective Methods of All 
Nations Will Be Shown in 
One Great Exhibit. 


BUSINESS RULES IN OPERATION 


Actual Work of All the Great Bu- 
reaus Will Be Conducted at 
the World’s Fair. 


That tracing and ‘capturing criminals is 
a plain business undertaking, devoid of the 
mysterious romance which most persons 
associate with detectives, will be a lesson 
taught by the police and criminal exhibit 
under preparation for the Social-Economy 
building at the World’s Fair. 

This exhibit will show that detectives 
work in accordance with scientific and 
business rules and that an elaborate system 
of bookkeeping really forms the backbone 
of their system. 


At no previous exposition have the work- 
ing methods .of the police and detective 
bureaus of the United States, France, Eng- 
land, Mexico and Italy been shown in 
actual operation. 

Alvin E. Pope, superintendent of the de- 
partment of charities and correction, which 
includes the police and prison exhibits, has 
completed an arrangement which wil! show 
the handling of criminals from the first 
effort to capture them to the day they are 
released from the penitentiary. 

Closely related will be the displays from 
orphanages, truant schools, juvenile courts 
and reform schools. where children who are 
not considered criminals are cared for. 

The center of the criminal exhibit will be 
the exhibit of the national bureau of identi- 
fication, revealing in operation the methods 
of measuring criminals and recording them. 
All the instruments of the Bertillon sys- 
. and any sightseer may be 
measured for the asking. 

A plan to move the actual headquarters 
of the bureau from Washington to  8&t. 
J.ouis during the Fair is under considera- 
tion. 

The Pinkerton detective agency will in- 
stall an exhibit showing the methods of its 
bureau. The various superintendents will 
be at work there, each having charge of a 
distinct class of criminals. 
will include a superintendent of 
forgerics, a superintendent of bank rob- 
veries, a Superintendent of embezzlements. 
and on through the list of ertmes which 
detect'ves follow most closely. 

Each superintendent will have under him 
a staff of clerks. handwriting experts and 
whose business it {s to “keep 
books’ on all the crooks and criminals 
known In the country, Whether they are 
wanted for any specific offense or not, their 
movements are watched by the detectives 
in the field and reported daily to head- 
quarters, where they are recorded. 

There also the history of thelr crimes and 
detailed studies of their methods aré kept. 
Samples of the handwriting of forgers are 
Included in the records. 

In this way when a crime is committed 
the superintendent under whom it comes 
may- turn to his books, ascertain what 
men are in the vicinity and often find out, 
with reasonable certainty, who ts guilty. 

If the crime fa forgery the forged paper 
is sent to headquarters and, by compari- 
son with samples of handwriting on record, 
the guilty forger is run down. 

All this will be shown tm operation at the 
Fair, like the office of a big mereantile es- 
tablishment, where bookkeepers keep the 
accounts of customers—criminals in this 
case taking the place of customers on the 
books.

Special Flooring Placed in German 
Building to Sustain Weight 
of Massive Plate. 


GIGANTIC BELLS IN THE DOME 


Charlottenburg Schloss Is Center of 
Grandest Historical Memories 
of German Nation. 


Interest the “Charlottenburger 
Schloss,’’ Germany’s World's Fair build- 
ing, will be divided between the building 
itself 
the Imperial Castle, 
arrive in St. Louis about the time of the 
opening of the Fair, 
special guard from the German army. 

These guards will at all 
times when the building ts open, wearing 
the brilliant dress uniform of their home 
regiment. 

The Charlottenburger Schloss 
building where Schleuter, the 
sculptor and painter, reigned supreme as 
matters of art, and where his best 
works, some of which will be exhibited 
in the reproduction of the building, are 
kept. It is the building where Queen 
Sophie Charlotte discussed mathematical 
and philosophical problems with the great 
Liebniz. 

The crowning glories of the build!nge are 
the three majestically toned bells that will 
ring from the cupalo, and the giant figure 
of “Peace,"” modeled after the 
of Schlueter, standing 17 feet 
which will top the dome. 

The silver set to be brought from the 
imperial castle consists of 15 pieces of 
very massive ware. The largest repre- 
gents a boat containing allegorical figures, 
and was presented to Frederick I when 
he was crowned as the first King of Prus- 
sia in 1701. It weighs 500 pounds. 

The other pleces have been presented 
to the reigning family of Prussia and Ger- 
many by royal friends, and many of them 
follow in design the larger or central 
piece. 

It is sat that many residents of Ger- 
many will see this silver service for the 
first time when they visit the AVorid’s 
Fair. Mahy German residents” of the 
United States who have been familiar with 
the history of the service aj! of their lfves. 
are looking forward fo the inspection of 
it as one of the chief pleasures of the ex- 
hibit of their mother country.

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT | 


HAS NOT WITHDRAWN, re 
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Exposition Management Hopes Work on Imperial Pa 
Will Be Continued, Although Individual Merohengs a 
Have Diverted Funds to Aid Red Cross Work. 


The World’s Fair management has not 
abandoned the hope that Russia will be 
repregentead at the Fair, although a cable- 
gram from Commissioner Alexandrovsky 
yesterday announced that the merchants of 
his country, for patriotic reasons had de- 
cided to devote their Exposition funds to 
the Red Cross work for wounded soldiers 
in the Japanese war. 

Renewed efforts to secure Russian partic- 
ipation in the Fair have been started ang 
in pursuance of this plan President Franca 
sent the following cablegram to United 
States Ambassador McCormick in 8@ 
Petersburg. 

“Newspapers report Russia contemplat- 
ing abandonment participation. Please use 
every effort to prevent such course. Have 
cabled Alexandrovsky.” 

The cablegram to Alexandrofsky, which 
was sent Feb. 16, was as follows: 

‘‘Newspapers report Russia considering 
abandonment of participation. Sincerely 
hope report without foundation. Ail coun- 
tries enlarging preparations. None other 
considering abandonment. None be more 
weicome than Russia.” 

Commissioner Alexandrovsky’s cahble- 
gram to President Francis was as fol- 
lows:

NBW YORK, Feb. 20—In her devotion to 
her convict husband, Mrs. Albert M. Frag- 
ner has decided to follow him to Sing Sing. |, 
@he has given up the family home at 19 
South Oxford street, Brooklyn, and will go 
to Ossining to be near him during the six 
and a half years to which he was sen- 
tenced by Judge Aspinall for swindling her 
end her two younger sisters out of about 
$25,000, 

“My husband was persecuted, not prose- 
cuted,” Mrs. Fragner has told her.friends. 
“He was not guilty of the crimes that 
Were charged against him. I married him 
efier he had been accused of swindling 
my e@isters and myself, because I knew it 
Wwas not true and ‘to show him and the 
whole world that I believed him to be en- 
tirely tmnocent. 

“T shall live at a house just outside of the 
prison wall and see him just as ofien as I 
can. I mean to stay there until he has 
served the unjust sentence and then we can 
begin life anew. I know my husband never 
Was a criminal at heart, and that what- 
ever there was against him was due to 
business. and professional carelessness. If 
he had been sentenced to a hundred years 
I should go to him just as I am doing now. 
The law can put him in prison, but it can 
Never destroy my faith in him or keep me 
from waiting at the prison doors for him. 

“TI did not marry him to disarm the law 
or cheat justice. I consented to marry him 
simply for the reason that I loved him and 
had full faith in him. I do not think I 
should be keeping the vows I took now if 
I falied to make his long sentence as bear- 
able as I can. I shall never return to 
Brooklyn until he has been set fres,’’

This is because sciertce has received con- 
vincing proof that the flesh of the mam- 
moth, stored in the icy réfrigerator of @ 
glacier for thousands of years, remains 
wholesome. When the body of an imper- 
fect mammoth was discovered in Siberia 
at the close of the last century the dogs 
belonging to the fed up-

beasts of the region had also been feed- 
ing upon it, so that it was badly mutilated.

Its 
grotesque head is apparently as perfect as 
in life, and even to the hoofs there is no 
disfiguring mark, Its eyes are open and 
perfect. Aleuts reporting the discovery 
make a plain and apparently trustworthy 
business proposition. They will‘lead an ex- 
pedition to the glacier that contains this 
mammoth. They are to be paid when their 
story is found to be true. No mammoth, 
ho pay. 


This proposition has been accepted.

O MOST people it would seem that a deaf 
and dumb man is decidedly out of place

1e i nine hours a day. on the tracks along 
whic h hundreds of trains pass every 24 hours, 
but Louis F. Garretson of Trenton, a deaf mute, 
seouts the idea and refers to his 3 years of rall- 
roading proof that a careful man is safe 
any where. 

Garretson is one of the most Interesting men 
connected with the New York division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad system. He is a blue- 
eyed, yellow-haired man of pronounced Anglo- 
Saxon type.

That was the principle upon which Inventor 
Slinn worked when he brought his mechanieal bird 
to the Post-Dispatch office and there made it fly. He did 
not ask anyone to take his word as to its flying powers.

This he did by winding up the mechanism and letting 
the toy bird loose from his hand. Its wings were flap- 
ping as he did so. They beat the air and lifted the. bird 
to a height something over that of a man standing erect. 
They bore the bird strongly, in a sort of circular ‘swoop.

These 
four volunteer batteries were ordered 
to the front by the war department in 
July, 1898, and went from Chickamau- 
ga Park to Newport News, Va., where 
they sailed on the United States gov- 
ernment transport “‘Roumianian’’ for 
Young McLeod’s command, 


Louis, returned to this country in Sep- 
tember, 1898, on the United States gov- 
ernment transport ‘‘Concho,’’ follow- 
ing the close of the war with Spain, 
and both organizations were mustered 
out of the federal service in November 
of that year.

N Ameiican woman, Miss 
Mary Reed of Cincinnati, 
has made a ghastly self- 
sacrifice for the cause of 
sulfering humanity. 

She has becorhe a leper 
through voluntary ser-

This devoted woman, whom I saw during my 
recent stay in India, was the 
of the Woman’s Foreign: Missionary Society of 
“ee Methodist Episcopal Church of tue United 
States. While working as a Zenana missionary 
in Cawnpore she nursed lepers in the line of 
her duty. 

She became ill and returned to this country. 

Not until she had been in the hospital in 
Cincinnati for some time did Miss Keed know

At first she did not know wlat was the mat- 
ter, but the acute and painful tingling of the 
right. forefinger and the livid spot on the right 
eheek told in unmistakable ways that her my-- 
terious ailment was none other than leprosy. 
Dr, P. A. Morrow of New York City, Sir Jo- 
seph Vayvrer and Dr. Jonathan Hutchinson all 
diagnosed tlhe case as leprosy. 

There was no cure! None of the medical 
experts of the world could offer her any hope. 
She went back to India to live with the lepers. 
It may interest her American friends to know 
that at the time of my visit she was conscious 
of the presence of the disease in many ways. 

“Can you not see it in my face?” she asked 


I had to admit that her appearance gave me 
concern. ‘The disease has apparently been ar- 
rested in her case, however, and she may have 
many years of useful life. The tono-of her life 
is the very reverse of melancholy. It was my 
privilege to be the near occupant of a pretty 
bungalow which Miss Reed has had built near 
‘her own modest cottage. 

While the lepers are the especial care of 
Miss Reed,.she has other concerns. During the 
past year she sent through India thousands of 
marked Testaments to the English-speaking 
postmasters. By funds which have been sub- 
scribed for her she has been enabled to engage 
an evangelist who works among the natives.

It 
however, happily been proved that it is not 
hereditary. I have seen in my travels leprous 
mothers with several untainted children cling- 
ing to their arms and knees. ‘The great dan- 
ver to these children is apparent unless they 
sheltered in the homes which the society 
provided, especially for the clean children. 

On the first night that my vompanion and 
myself arrived at the main asylum we found it 
brilliantly illuminated. As the evening was 
dark the result was startling. The lepets were 
seated in rows, each provided with 
plate and drinking vesse!. In the center of all 
and lighted by large torches a table was spread 
for us.

It was sad’to see here so large a proportion 
oi the children lepers. We. came on our walk 
through this country upon a man lying helpless 
with emaciated limbs and hideous wounds. His

Three weeks after my visit the plague, which 
it was hoped had left the city, broke out’ 
among the lepers. While Dhondu was attend- 
ing one ofthe lepers he was himself fatally 
seized. His death made a deep impression upon 
every one. 

Nothing impressed me so sadly as the sight 
of the hordes. of children whose lives were 
bliglited by the disease. In the ‘asylum at 
VPurnlia were at least 70 leper children, ‘while 
ut other places I found them varying in num- 
bers from 20 down. 

At Almota I observed a little boy in the 
arms of his leprous father. This child had lost 
its mother, and no one was left to look after 
ge 
olethe disease. We took this child to one of 
the Houses and succeeded in getting a special 
donation of £4, which will pay for his support 
for a whole year. 

There were many saddening spectacles in this 
i‘eld—so many that I hesitate to tell the entire 
depressing story. Put the most pathetic case 
of all is that of Miss Mary Reed, the Ameri- 
can girl who is now a leper because of her love 
for suffering humanity.

CCORDING to the statistics of death 
A notices published during the past 
year, March and December are the 
fatal months for such as are prominent 
enough or thought enough of to be honored 
with paid death notices. 

According to the accompanying chart, 
compiled in the office of the Post-Dispatch, 
June is the month in. wilich fewest persons 
die in St. Louis. who are of enough conse- 
quence to receive atiention in the column 
of paid death’ notices. Last July the num- 
ber of these was 300. In March the highest 
number were published, 480. December was 
next, with 460.
